Trial of the Ex-King of Delhi. 


The Delhi Gazette gives an interesting 
account of the trial of the old ex-King : 

The trial of the ex-King of Delhi com- 
menced on Wednesday, January 27, in 
the Dewan Khas of the Palace, It was 
half-past 12 before the prisoner was bro’t 
in, Ho appeared very infirm and totter- 
ed into court, supported on one side by 
the “interesting youth,” Jamma Bukht, 
and on the other by a confidential ser- 
vant, and coiled himself into a small bun. 
dle upon the cushion assigned to him.— 
He presented such a. picture of helpless 
imbecility as, under other circumstances, 
must have awakened pity. He sat coiled 
up on a cushion on the left of the Presi- 
dent and to the right of the government 
prosecutor, his son Jumma Bunkhtstand- 
ing a few yards to his left, and a guard 
of rifles beyond all. 

The prosecutor read the charges against 
the prisoner, stating that although the 
prisoner might be fally convicted by the 
court, no capital sentence could be passed 
upon him, in consequence of his life hay- 
ing been guaranteed to Lim by General 
Wilson, ina promise conveyed through 
Captain Hodson. 

The prosecutor then put the question 
through the interpreter, ‘guilty or not 
guilty 2” which the prisoner either did 
not, or affected not to understand; and 
there was some delay in explaining it to 
him. He then declared himself profonnd- 
ly ignorant of the natare of the charges 
against Lim, althongh a translated copy

range higher than they must under a de- 
pressed money market. At any rate, 
there would always be money for grain, 
at some rate, in hundreds of hands, and 
great competition would arise, while itis 
well known to our farmers, that lately,in 
bringing their grain to market,they found 
but two or three able to buy at all, so that 
what the farmers would lose on the one 
hand,in paying a small additional amount 
of interest on debts past due,or on money 
obtained from the banks, they would gain 
twofold on the other, in the sale of their 
produce ; and, perchance, by rendering 
money easier, it may enable the farmer 
neither to allow his debts to run overdue, 
nor to require monoy from the banks.

Early Ploughing. 

As soon as the soil is in the tight con- 
dition, neither wet or dry, but moist, is 
the best time for plowing. City lands 
must be let alone till dry enough to erom- 
ble before the plow. Itnct anderdrain- 
ed, that will of course be late. Hence 
the importance cf underdraining sueh 
land, as without it the cops are necessa- 
rily started late, and owing to the cold« 
ness of the soil, advance but slowly. 
whereas, if underdrained, the soil becomes 
dry earlier, and maintains a higher tem- 
perature thronghout the summer. 

Oat land should be plowed as soon as 
in condition, and sowed early. If you 
seed with grass at the same time, remem- 
ber not to cover too deeply. The small 
seed of the grasses will not force their 
way through a great thickness of earth. 
It is better to sow the oats first, cover 
them with a harrow, then sow the grass 
seed, and cover with a light brush. Much 
seed 3s Jost oy too deep covering.

The keg or tindet should 
be made.of white ash or other suitable 
wood, thorouglily seasoned, but no elem 
should be packed closely, so as to leave 
no air-holes, aod the whole quantity in a 
packing should be alike: in color» and 
quality. 

Butter made and packed as above will 
keep a year perfectly sweet, and will 
bring, on the average, atleast 2. cents a 
pound, perbaps 2 or 4 cents more than 
butter made and packed in the ordinary 
careless way, : 

The dry weight of the keg or tub should 
always be scribed upon it by the cooper.

The New York papers contain Jong letters 
from their corresponlonts who went with 
the naval expedition. From the letters of 
the Times “own” wecopy the following in 
roference to the bombardment:— 

The day itself was more beautiful, if any- 
thing, than the fineet with which we had 
been favored since our arrival at Port Roy- 
al. The wind, blowing gently from tho 
northeast, scarcely caused a ripple on the 
water, and the sky was only flecked hero 
and there with a feathery clond. 

Early in the morning the rebel gunboat, 
took up tho position which they had occu- 
piedon other days at the entrance of the 
bay, while as manyas sévon rather large 
river steamers, coming from behind the 
headlands, passed backward and forward in 
the offing, occasionally asproaching the for- 
tifications on either sido, and communicat 
ing by means ofa rowboat with thoso on- 
shore.

PARTICULARS OF THEIR CAPTURE AND PROTEST 
DY THE. REBELS, AND BY THE. BRITISH CAPTAIN, 
Fortress Monroe, Nov. 15th. 
Tho United States steam fngate San Jacinto, 
Captain Wilkes; arrived in the Roadstead 
at 121¢ P. M., having on board the rebel 
Commissioners, Slidell and Mason: They 
were taken from the English Mail Steamer 
Trent. on the 8th inst., off Bermuda.
